There before her 
sit thirty more children, eager and plastic, 
every single one whom she can mold and 
impress, she only has the will and oppor- 
tunity so. Grade readers have illustra- 
tions that are highly suggestive, through the 
medium which the genuine teacher can 
make indelible impressions the hearts 
her young charges. She will utilize not only 
the reading lesson, such, but all related 
aids for greater and more lasting results. Let 
explain briefly what mean. Suppose that 
each reading lesson carries illustration 
the theme some point connected with it; 
this illustration has action, suggestion, in- 
formation, color, character portrayal 
which can presented and emphasized with

Possibly some readers will, the 
contrary, consider this another example 
airy castle building and little more. Abso- 
lutely no; speak from personal experience 
and from the experience fellow workers. 
Juvenile literature the type found our 
best readers can surely much construc- 
tively the opposite type can destruc- 
tively. Look the movies, the “funnies,” 
and such like sheets and their bad effects 
the young; without doubt they are the 
main cause juvenile delinquency. re- 
member being “held up” once street 
south-side Chicago urchin who 
pointed his pencil and shouted “Stick 
up.” talked him and told 
that had seen that very thing few days 
before movie. Well, harmful pictures 
can much mischief, just think what 
the opposite kind will counteract this 
baneful influence widespread our day. 
Readers are usually well adapted grade 
level; this lesson juvenile ethics can 
begin very early, even the first grade. 


Teaching Through Music 


Hymns and patriotic songs are excellent 
media for character training also well 
excellent auxiliary the reading lesson. 
know some teachers who find hymns per- 
fect instrument for the development re- 
spect and reverence the young. Take, for 
example, the hymn, “Jesus, the very thought 
Thee,” and what fine opportunity for 
impressing reverence for the Holy Name. 
This only one multitude others, all 
them easy learn, easy illustrate. Pa- 
triotic songs are very popular the class- 
room and they, too, can teach far more than 
mere patriotism, without detracting one atom 
from our love flag and country. Look 
that song everybody knows, should know, 
“My country ’tis thee, Sweet land 
liberty!” “Land liberty!” What does lib- 
erty mean? How does work out the 
classroom? the street? the playground? 
surely does not mean destroying books 
and furniture, smashing windows and other 
breakable things, selfishness and meanness. 
Here again one word, opportunely 
lends itself teach beautiful lesson ‘in 
juvenile ethics. know one teacher who makes 
point have the song, “Home, Sweet 
Home,” sung her class least once every 
week and then makes some pointed comments 
it. Home not just house, apart- 
ment; no, home something and 
happier. Home where mother lives and 
waits, day after day, for her children re- 
turn from school work, and make them 
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happy. “Be ever humble, there’s 
place like home.” all know that the 
modern breakdown home life the chief 
cause most classroom problems. 


And Good Poetry 


Many teachers keep collection suitable 
poems their desks and when oppor- 
tunity comes around they read and interpret 
few them and select some passages for 
memory work. For the majority, these mem- 
orized passages will fade but never com- 
plete forgetfulness. So, teachers our 
elementary schools cannot find time for 
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lesson devoted specifically character train- 
ing, this incidental way doing will 
tremendous help the right direction and 
will fit neatly into the reading class.

Catholic social action often rather 
naive character. assume that because 
Catholic education founded gen- 
uinely Catholic view human nature and 
the universe, its soundness guarantees 
that anything done its name will 
perfect the conception. great deal 
Catholic education fails its objective

These thoughts are suggested one 
those striking and thoughtful articles which 
appear from time time the Osserva- 
tore Romano Vatican City. not 
live our social vocation. pay lip 
homage the Popes’ social encyclicals. 
Somehow they not get transformed into 
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action. Let quote the first three 
statements the Osservatore: 

“At times one faced with the fact that 
Catholics, because they know little 
nothing the Papal teachings social 
questions, not live what might 
call their social vocation.” 

The second statement 
brings into contrast our apparent faithful- 
ness religious duties our interior life, 
and our social action. Judging from the 
actions many Catholics, one might sup- 
pose that there were relation between 
personal and social religion that the 
two were opposed. This what Osservatore 
Romano says: 

“Then there are those who not live 
their principles. Catholics who are 
apparently faithful their religious duties 
their interior life seem have far less 
tender conscience when comes apply- 
ing the clear rules justice and Christian 
charity the practice their profession 
the running their business. Such 
Jekyll-and-Hyde type conscience gives 
great scandal the faithful, and provides 
those who wish discredit the Church 
with ample material for their campaign.” 

The third statement relates social 
“indifferentism” Catholics. Where prin- 
ciple involved the individual life 
manifesting itself social environment, 
indifference failure meet the issue 
becomes “cowardly acquiescence.” 
the easiest way. not merely social 
conformity “indifferent” things; 
indifference the essentials. Osservatore 
Romano says: 

“Thirdly, there are those who too easily 
acquiesce state things which beneath 
specious exterior variance with the 
Church’s teaching. There may less in- 
tensity about their failure, but sheer 
weight numbers this class Catholics 
constitutes real stumbling block for the 
weak.”

Your Library Well Stocked? 


The Standard Catalog and the Catholic Supplement 


Richard James Hurley* 


GOOD school library contains not only 
well-selected books but also 
ligent distribution titles among the various 
Dewey Decimal classes used the students. 
This problem becomes acute when the science 
teacher demands more books for his class 
and the latest too, please! The English depart- 
ment considers itself the depository that 
which sweetness and light and requests 
lion’s share. And then the history department 
the social-science department; the lan- 
guages; the home economics, the shop, etc. 
How librarian keep peace, especially 
when the library dollar already stretched 
beyond recognition! Then comes the accredit- 
ing committee with objective appraisal 
the stock books. There are too many titles 
literature and too few science; too many 
fine arts and too few the practical fields. 
The curriculum naturally determines what 
and how many titles the library should posesss 
each field. Any such statement that our 
library should have eight, six, four books 
per student meet state regional standards 
does not provide answer. The intensity 
the teaching certain subjects also influences 
book selection. The classical nature the 
program studies many Catholic high 
schools calls for type book supply entirely 
different from that the near-by public 
school where college, business, science, and 
general program studies may 
currently. Few Catholic high schools are tech- 
nical commercial. tend have more 
selected type student and, therefore, need 
unusually fine library. How are best 
achieve well-balanced library? 

Many our high schools have met and 
more will need meet the Evaluative Criteria 
developed the Cooperative Study Sec- 
ondary School Standards. The Section 
Library Service the 1940 edition gives 
some help containing set weights for 
the various Dewey classes its table 
Book Collection. For instance, the 000 Class 
General Reference given weight ten 
out total one hundred.

With the weights used determine the ap- 
propriateness and adequacy our library 
drawn from the Standard Catalog for High 
School Libraries should carefully examine 
the policy this catalog and the curriculum 
our school. Two editions have appeared 
since 1932 third 1937 and the fourth 
1942. Table vividly reveals some very 
pertinent facts: 

should noted that religion con- 
tinually decreasing number 
science, history, and literature have also de- 
creased while fiction has increased along with 
fine and especially useful arts. The implica- 
tions this for the ordinary Catholic high 
school with college preparatory classical 
curriculum, and teaching religion in- 
tegral part the program studies, that 
are penalized when accredited such 
criteria and find only partial help other- 
wise. How are the Catholic titles our col- 
lection credited? Also what propor- 
tion need supplement this accepted 
and objective set percentages? 

The Catholic Supplement the fourth edi- 
tion the Catalog comes our 
rescue providing measuring rod for our 
libraries for ourselves, our faculty and admin- 
istrators, and, more especially, for accrediting 
agencies. For the first time can present 
the world objective yardstick for bal- 
anced library. The details this are given 
Table follows: Using the percentages 
titles each Dewey class the fourth edi- 
tion the Standard Catalog for High School 
Libraries have estimated the number 
titles, subtracted the titles therein marked 
“Not approved” for Catholic libraries, 
added the 808 titles the Catholic Supple- 
ment, computed the total number titles, 
and finally the percentage each Dewey 
class. Therefore, place the weights given 
the 1940 edition the Evaluative Criteria 
can legitimately present new set 
weights based upon authoritative judgment.

general works, philosophy, literature, 
biography, and fiction have more titles; 


religion increase the percentage 
4.6 per cent! 

social studies, philology, science, use- 
ful and fine arts, history and travel have 
decreases, most noticeably that per cent 
the useful arts. 
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What the peculiar and special significance 
this table us? means that well- 
balanced library the average Catholic high 
school would contain approximately per cent 
general reference books, per cent philosophy, 
per cent religion, per cent social studies, 
per cent philology, per cent science, 
per cent useful arts, per cent fine arts, 
per cent literature, per cent travel, per 
cent biography, per cent history, and 
per cent fiction. probable that only those 
schools with technical courses, shop, commer- 
cial, home economics, etc., would have high 
percentage the useful arts. This 
might cut per cent and the additional 
per cent distributed among the other sub- 
jects, especially literature, history, 
gion. Every school has its own distinctive 
demands and the above are only relative and 
not fixed percentages. 

The compilers think that the percentages 
the last column fairly represent the demands 
made the curriculum upon the average 
Catholic high school library and that 
objective measurement which should used 
evaluating book collection, detecting 
weaknesses and strengths, influencing pur- 
chasing policies, presenting data accredit- 
ing agencies, and building and maintaining 
well-balanced library. has nothing do, 
however, with judging the curriculum many 
subjects mathematics, for instance make 
little demands upon library resources. 
Let not build our libraries haphazardly but 
systematic, orderly procedure. Let not 
said our libraries that have followed 
the road “too little and too late.”

LIGHT SPIRITUAL READING 


Spiritual reading for them would not and 
does not necessarily mean the type designed 
for clerics and religious. not for them 
meditation. Let said that for them spir- 
itual reading would any good book that 
speaks the things God. might 
biography, essay, even novel; but 
would reflect Catholic principles and motivate 
the reader appreciate more fully God and 
the bond religion. less intensive, less 
concentrated, lighter scope and content. 
Ascetical works, discussions virtue, and 
theological treatises the saints find place 
the reading diet the student. Some young 
people have been seen reading such books 
Leen’s True Sacrifice the Cross, the En- 
cyclicals, the Principles for Peace, but they 
are the exceptions. Still there world 
wealth spiritual treasures that suitable, 
attractive, and inspiring, but still remains un- 
known them. The pupils are taught bits 
library science: the classification system, the 
physical make-up the local library; but 
they are seldom made familiar with the shelf 
contents.

rural school holds extremely im- 

portant place education, particularly 
Catholic education, the United States. 
The urban school attempts train for life 
the city, but the rural school must prepare 
its pupils not only live their natural 
rural environment but also for possible 
probable life the city.

Since the rural school faces the task 
laying solid foundation for natural and 
supernatural living the child’s present en- 
vironment and any possible 
roundings, needs the best curriculum, 
equipment, and especially teachers.

AWARD FOR CHILDREN’S BOOK 


The second annual Downey Award 
“for the finest American Children’s book 
written the Catholic tradition” was 
made December the Pro Par- 
vulis Book Club Mairin Cregan for 
her book, “Rathina,” published the 
Macmillan Company 1942. 

The presentation took place New 
York City. Rev. Harold Gardiner, 
literary editor “America,” presided. 
The silver medal was accepted for Mairin 
Cregan, who now Dublin, Hon. 
Robert Brennan, minister the 
from Rev. Francis Talbot, 
made the presentation. 

The Downey award was established 
memory the late Rev. Francis 
Downey, founder the Pro Parvulis 
Book Club, national Catholic book club 
for children. 

Mairin Cregan the wife James 
Ryan, the minister for agriculture the 
Eire government. “Rathina” combines the 
story her girlhood her family estate 
Kerry with the adventures her own 
children. 

The first Downey Award went, last 
year, Covelle Newcomb for “The Red 
Hat,” biography Cardinal Newman.

UNSTABLE WORLD 


Throughout the course history, five 
phases are noted: political, religious, in- 
tellectual, social, and economic. Why this 
present awful global carnage? Political leaders 
desired more power, more territory. The age- 
old war against Christ and the tenets His 
Church broke out that dread triumvirate 
Moscow, Mexico, and Madrid. Certain 
universities taught the theories Kant and 
Marx and Nietzsche. intellectual unrest 
preceded the outbreak the war. Labor justly 
demanded greater share the profits in- 
dustry, and the laboring world seethed with 
unrest. Among all nations was tense, restless 
grasping for markets and raw materials. Ex- 
plain the war you will, those phases are 
clear. 

Consider further the commonplace events 
today: the flux population from small 
inland towns ammunition centers. What 
causes lie behind this restless shifting our 
people? Once more, may analyze that 
event, and see the five phases noted 
above: political, religious, intellectual, social, 
and economic. 


STUDY THE CAUSES

our own lives into preordained pattern, 
likewise, larger sense, cause and effect 
bind together the events history, whether 
have mind the Boston Tea Party the 
Teapot Dome more recent day.

And these ideas spreading shape our history 
far more than outward events. 

will not take too skilled questioning 
lead children understanding the rela- 
tionships among events.

Numerous causes precipitate their being.

Two essential elements, the twofold activity 
teacher and class, make the unit: the 
content organized logical whole; chil- 
dren turn gain information through directed 
activity. The children’s interest aroused 
make them aware the problem.

Among the possible 
activities are map work, research work as- 
sociated texts, interviews with specialists 
the field, decoration the bulletin board, 
preparation notebook with outlines and 
pictures illustrative people and events. 
Once the text mastered day more 
may profitably spent related stories and 
poetry. these can correlated through the 
English classes, much the better. Then 
comes the day the class will enjoy most all, 
when various scenes and events are drama- 
tized. The settings are simple. The children 
make their own plays and pantomimes. 
The language the children’s own. But the 
dramatizations make the events real. 


VARIETY TESTS AND DRILLS 


Frequent testing helps detect where our 
teaching not clear. is, moreover, incen- 
tive not only the slow student, but also 
the bright child willing let things slide. 
There may spot questions, oral written. 
Drill should part every recitation. 
Terms, facts, dates, place location, are fixed 
constant drill. The teacher may drill the 
group; individual pupils may drill themselves 
through flash cards, dictionaries terms, and 
other devices. The fact that drill constant 
does not mean, any manner means, that 
needs lifeless. Games, riddles, pan- 
tomimes hold class interest spite 
repetition. 

what classes may one use this method? 
have used both high school and 
grade classes. occasion, have resorted 
even with college classes mystified over the 
Great Western Schism, the War the Span- 
ish Succession, some other equally confus- 
ing topic. 

One cannot teach history thing the 
past. Each day, each hour, each one us, 
ourselves and our pupils are making history.

High school students read the news- 
papers. High school students frequently think 
and act upon what they read the news- 
papers, for the modern press one the 
most powerful moral and educational influ- 
ences the world today. Viewpoints, ideals, 
standards value; fact, the entire philos- 
ophy life for many people gained from 
their perusal the daily papers. This par- 
ticularly true the case the adolescent. 
Therefore, the importance this mainspring 
thought—the news the life 
the high school student, 
overestimated. 

How co-ordinate newspaper and text; 
how develop discriminating and thoughtful 
reading haibts; how stimulate the “Ques- 
tioning-Mind Approach” rather 
are the 
challenges the Catholic teacher meets using 
the newspaper tool her sculpturing 
the Christian personality. 

These challenges, met and accepted, be- 
came the underlying aims newspaper 
project recently carried senior 
sociology class. 


THOUGHTFUL READING 


Several weeks before the close the 
semester, after large portion the text had 
been covered, was suggested that the stu- 
dents clip from Catholic and secular papers 
articles which had bearing the funda- 
mental principles sociology. The clippings, 
which represented fair cross section the 
daily news, included topics relative the 
postulates sociology, delinquency, depend- 
ency, marriage, divorce, labor controversies, 
race problems, education, the movies, and 
international affairs. 

Class discussions and criticisms helped 
weed out irrelevant and undesirable material. 
After these discussions were completed, each 
student had approximately articles show 
for her work. 

Keeping the name the project mind, 
Catholic Student’s Reaction the 
the students then wrote terse, pithy evalua- 
tions their articles. The evaluations began 
this manner: “As intelligent Catholic 
reader agree (or disagree) with this article 
because and here followed original state- 
ments direct quotations from the text 
other reliable Catholic sources which laid the 
foundation for agreeing disagreeing with 
the article under consideration. 

The clippings, together with the criticisms, 
were then bound into pamphlets. The students 
wrote original and thought-provoking prefaces 
for their pamphlets. fact, the title for this 
paper was suggested statement one 
the prefaces. One girl wrote, “The Question- 
ing-Mind Approach the only approach 
Catholic can make the material presented 
the newspapers 


THE RESULTS 


The project stimulated some interesting de- 
velopments. definite carry-over was noticed 
other social-science classes. the begin- 
ning test modern history one these

Because 
this attitude farm children often grow 
without any appreciation 
about them; without even knowing they are 
missing the beauties flower garden. 
not the rural boys and girls who notice the 
beauty Nebraska sunsets. wasn’t 
ruralite who wrote nor was 
farmer whose thoughts became philosoph- 
ical seeing skylark.

They are accustomed hearing their parents 
talk about “wrestling with and 
them nature not always kind mankind. 
was the writer’s experience grow 
farm where daisies grew wild, and often 
they infested the pasture lands and destroyed 
the grass. appreciation poems about 
the daisy still colored that unhappy 
childhood experience. 

One teacher helped Bob, fourth grader, 
see the daffodils Wordsworth’s poem be- 
ginning where Bob was. She might have 
berated his literary blindness, and forever 
afterward made him hate the poem, and all 
poetry. But she knew Bob. And she wanted 
him enjoy poetry. She began utilizing 
experiences with which Bob was familiar. She 
wanted Bob see the daffodils “Fluttering 
and dancing the breeze,” she showed 
him picture daffodils which she had 
mounted cardboard. Bob didn’t know the 
flower. But little third-grade girl the room 
did. Mary had read her brother’s Burgess 
Flower Book. 

The teacher talked about the picture for 
while, and then she read “Daffodils.” 
you just see those daffodils ‘Fluttering and 
dancing the Mary could. Bob 
could not see anything. The words left 
pictures. else danced with the daffo- 
the teacher asked. Neither child knew. 
The teacher read the poem again. Then they 
learned that the waves danced too. 

“Have you ever seen flowers ‘dancing 
the breeze’?” the teacher asked. 

Bob answered “No.” But Mary had seen

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Purchasing Coal for Schools

Those concerned with the procuring coal 
supplies for the nation’s schools are faced 
with more difficult problem than ever. 
the one hand they are being urged “stock 
early” and the other hand they are 
being faced with taking other than standard 
grades. The problem proper selection 
coal, always knotty one, now becomes 
further complicated the exigencies the 
times. 

Nobody has yet devised thoroughly scien- 
tific method purchasing coal that might 
fulfill all the requirements the parties in- 
volved. One the chief stumbling blocks 
the formulating such procedure the fact 
that the demands buyers are often most 
exacting, while the supplier usually limited 
the grades can supply; today the 
supplier must often take what can get, 
and this, too, becomes the lot the buyer. 
true that coal may “processed” 
certain degree, but the fundamental character- 
istics cannot changed. The buyer,

course, limited his choice because the 
fuel-burning equipment uses limited 
the types coal will burn efficiently.

The coals the near-by area 
should investigated for suitability and 
availability.

Powdered Coal and Stoker Coal 


The effect coal the equipment used 
cost factor.

the case coals purchased for stoker 
use may necessary pay “premium” 
order get the most desirable coal.

Ash that fuses low 
temperatures may work havoc stoker iron 
high boiler ratings. high-fusing-tempera- 
ture ash accompanied low ash quantity are 
the most desirable characteristics for stoker 
coals unless the plant equipped with modern 
water-walls water-cooled stokers handle 
this kind fuel.

Considerable 
loss fuel has been experienced many 
cases where coal high friability has been 
exposed weathering for long periods. 
Friability high degree will dust 
nuisance, and such coal, when used for hand- 
firing, will make the job more difficult. This 
characteristic might desirable the case 
pulverized firing, so, other instances, 
the actual conditions must determine what 
compromise may made this respect. 


Trial Runs and Analyses

PROTECT FIRE EXTINGUISHERS 
FROM FREEZING 


Several common types fire extinguishers. are 
subject freezing and, allowed so, may 
rendered inoperative even dangerous use. 

Soda-acid, foam, and gas-cartridge extinguish- 
ers must kept relatively 
suitably heated cabinets. The National Board 
Fire Underwriters specifies that cabinets for use 
subzero climates inch, double-wall 
construction and heated continuously 
burning incandescent lamp not less than 
watts. Single-wall enclosures, similarly heated, are 
suggested for locations where temperatures below 
zero Fahrenheit are not encountered. 

Antifreeze chemicals, such common salt, 
calcium chloride, and glycerin, should not 
added extinguishers these types, since foreign 
ingredients may reduce the effectiveness change 
the nature the discharge, corrode the parts 
and make the extinguishers dangerous use. 

Pump-tank and gas-cartridge extinguishers can 
protected adding antifreeze chemicals 
supplied the manufacturer. Chemicals other 
than these should not used, however, they 
may cause corrosion. 

Extinguishers which not require protection 
from freezing are the vaporizing liquid, carbon 
dioxide, and loaded-stream types. The first two 
contain water; the latter does contain water, 
but has chemicals added which depress the freez- 
ing point. 

Since the sale all Underwriters’ Laboratories 
approved extinguishers now subject priority 
restrictions, careful maintenance, including pro- 
tection against freezing and annual inspection 
and recharge, doubly important.
